made by an instructor connected with 
tfap College of Agriculture, Ohio State 
University. He says 
that 
farmers 


should be able to get first class trees,! 
true to name, at from 12 to20 cents 
per tree. Large orchardists get trees 
In Quantities at from 12 to 15 cents 
apiece and in small qualities they can 
be purchased at from 15 to 20 cents, 
not over 25 cents at the most. "Avoid 
the fruit tree agent -xho sells so-called 
pedigreed stock and rare varieties" 
warns this instructor. "Patronize re- 
liable nurserymeut and deal ^ ith them 
dierct. unless you are sure of the hon- 
esty of the agent."
